On August 24, 1912, a federal law was enacted relating- to 


the publication of daily newspapers. Among other require- 
ments of this law was one whcih compels newspapers to print 
semi-annnally, on October 1 and April I, a sworn statement 
setting1 forth the average number of newspapers mailed to 
PAID subscribers daily during the six months preceding the 
date on which the statement is published in the paper.

How Thick to Plant. 


The thickness of planting must be 


determined by such factors as soil, 
variety of corn and the purpose of tha 
crop. For forage very thick planting 
may be practiced. If the crop is to be 
I'sed for si'.age, the corn may be 
planted somewhat thicker than if a 
grain crop is desired. Large varieties 
must be planted at a lower rate than 
smaller growing ones. A fertile soil 
will grow successfully a heavier plant- 
ma: than one low in fertility. Many 
soils of low productiveness are planted 
too heavily for the best yields of corn. 


Esperiments upon the rate of plant- 


ing ky state experiment stations hava 
shown thai the size of the plant and 
she ear and the proportion of ear to 
siaik increase as the rate of planuns 
decreases 
It has been found tha: the 


total weicnt of the fodder increases 
with the thickness of planting. 


Wuh soiis above the ordinary in pro-; 


ductsveness, it is safe to say thai corn 
is not pianted heavily enough. On fer- 
i',1^ soils four grains per hill have 
Si-.on best yields of grain and stover, i 
This rate is similar to that of drilling, 
when the grains are dropped every ten 
:o twelve inches in the row. Well de- 
veloped ears are sacrificed at such a 
rate of planting for greater yield both 
of grain and stover.
